2 Whereas: Positions appointed to serve the House of Student Representatives by the 

3 Speaker have been largely neglected over recent years leading especially 

4 to the neglect of the SGA website, and 

5 Whereas: The responsibilities listed in the Student Body Code have been neglected 

6 to the point where they are no longer considered common practice, and 

7 Whereas: Many of the responsibilities listed have been transferred to other positions 

8 within the Student Government Association, and 

9 Whereas: Less appointed positions could accommodate the responsibilities while 

1 allowing for better communications between the Speaker and the 

1 1 appointees, therefore 

1 2 Let it be enacted by the House of Student Representatives at Texas Christian University: 

13 (1) SBC Title 2 §301 reads: 

14 The Speaker of the House shall appoint the following positions from the 

15 Student Body: 

16 (a) A Parliamentarian to interpret the Constitution, the Student Body 

17 Code and other governing documents of the Student Government 

1 8 Association during the general meetings of the House and the 

19 Executive Board; 

20 (b) An Administrative Assistant to assist the Speaker and the 

21 Executive Board in any assigned duties, record the minutes of each 

22 House meeting and give the finalized minutes to the Speaker, and 

23 perform the duties listed in 3 SBC §604; 
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24 (c) A Chaplain to open official meetings of House with an invocation 

25 and promote member retention and House cohesiveness; 

26 (d) All other responsibilities not listed above may be given to the 

27 Speaker, and the Speaker may distribute those remaining 

28 responsibilities among the House Officers, and 

29 (2) SBC Title 3 §604 (a) reads: 

30 (a) The Administrative Assistant shall have the following powers and
